That is 
where the responsible citizen of 
Shanghai can render himself and 
the community a service by pre- 
serving always a wat@hfulness, in 
the joints of whose armour’ no 
defect can be found. As, there- 
fore, the events of last winter 
recede from view, and Shanghai 
has grown accustomed to the idea 
of working independently to re- 
pair their ravages, reliance on

When enthuaias- 
tic pessimism seeks to collect 
fall evidence which, by any 
stretch of the imagination, can 
loc “made to show how’ ine 
lcompe:.at is the Government and 
hhow disunited the country, the 
question naturally arises: what 
is the object and what good does 
it do anyone to revel in this 
ingenious form of dossier 
making? For, with’it, there is 
ino attempt to show where there 
has been definite progress and 
where adverse conditions, active 
in 1922, been tly 
lmitigated or actually removed. 
Mr. Wang Ching-wel's state- 
ment helps to bring the problem 
into perspective. He frankly 
ladmits the lack of governmental 
lauthority and the political 
disunity—to which he himself, 
it must be admitted, has made 
contributions—and he there- 
by disarms criticism. He could 
not be expected to blame cither 
ithe political leaders or the 
people with the vigour beloved 
lof foreign erities, for it is got 
noticeable to-day that Mr, Ram- 
lsay MacDonald, Mr. Herbert 
Hoover, M. Herriot, Herr von 
Papen, Viscount Saito, or even 
Mr. de Valera are standing their 
respective nations in white 
sheets when reviewing the chaos, 
disunity and economic upsets 
‘afflicting the whole area of 
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civilisation. Although the im- 
portance of words is strictly 
Jimited, it is satisfactory to 
‘observe how succinctly Mr. Wang 
Ching-wei sums up China's 
needs: 
“"It is essential that the govern- 
iment and the people must be 
firmly ‘united together. "Without 
unity the policy of peace would 
easily become an. indiscriminate 
voeiferation of high-sounding but 
less principles, devoid of 
‘any practical values” whi

It is tragical that General Han 
Fu-chu, in Shantung, the men in 
power in Canton and the con- 
tending warlords in Szechuen, 
are not yet convinced. of the 
wisdom of following that pre~ 
scription, While it is admitted 
‘that the task of achieving unity 
Jaa matter for China herself, it 
is pertinent, to inquire whether, 
among the hostile erities of the 
Government, there is a real 
. desire for the task to be com- 
pleted; whether, indeed, there is 
not a definite ‘attempt to. ex. 
aggerate and accentuate the 
fissiparous influences of which 
#0 much capital is made in 
defending Japanese action in 
+ Manchuria, “Leaving Japan's 
immediate requirements ‘out of 
account, it is possible to assert 
that the interests of all Powers, 
desiring merely the development 
of peaceful commercial relations 
with China, should impel them 
to do nothing calculated to 
hamper the progress to unity. 
Sympathetic recognition of the 
sad facts, to which Mr. Wang 
Ching-wei made rueful veference, 
ig justified by the realities of the 
situation, Exultant subjection 
of those facts to the spotlight 
of self-righteous elaboration 
which, thus, is blind to achieve- 
ments’ recorded, seems a singu- 
larly sterile amusement. 
Excessive claims by Chinese 
apologists must rightly invite 
the friendly douche of informed 
eriticism. “The provocation and 
the reply to it are frequent 
incidents of political _ con- 
troversy. This is very different 
trom a state of mind which 
demands, in season and out, 
condemnation of Chinese policy 
and the permanent seat of China 
on a stool of repentance; such a 
request would be refused by any 
nation in the world—organised 
or disorganised. If a tithe of 
the forbearance shown in criti- 
cism of. Japanese policy, as 
developed in the Inst year, were 
available for application to 
Chinese affairs, there would be, 
regard, a far better 
tanding than at pre- 
sent seems to exist. That is 
why the authoritative pro- 
nouncements of the Lytton 
Commission are so. valuable. 
For the problem which the 
League of Nations will have 
to discuss is, not the culpability 
of one or other of the two parties 
in the dispute, but the means to 
be ndopted for restoring amity 
between them. Although it will 
be recognised that Japanese 
spokesmen have to consider the 
difficulties of guiding their own 
public opinion at this juncture, 
it seems unfortunate that so 
much of their criticism of the 
Lytton Commission has followed 
an irrelevant line of attempting 
to discredit the members of that 
body, personally and intellectual- 
ly. Such a device can harm only 
those who stoop to use it. Red 
herrings are red herrings all the 
world over. The need of the 
moment is to prepare the ground 
for fruitful discussion at Geneva. 
Flamboyant attempts to exploit 
the facile phrases of an archaic 
Far Eastern philosophy do not 
help. When, for example, com-

‘Mr. Chen Kung-po's ambition 
to transform the Yangtze Valley 
into a leading industrial region 
was vividly expounded in the 
statement issued from Nanking 
and published in these columns 
yesterday. Its scope is compre- 
hensive, ranging from motor-cars 
to paper, from coal to porcelain, 
from ammonium sulphate to 
sugar. A daily output of 40,000 
tons of coal is to give an annual 
net profit of $33,000,000. Reports 
from British ' and German 
investigators on the ammonium. 
sulphate industry are to be ready 
next June.

‘amounted to $700,000. How| 
small a figure that'is can be 
gauged from comparison with 
a 26  mile-road now being 
finished in England from Liver- 
pool to Manchester. The total 
cost is estimated at £3,000,000 or 
something like £108,000 a mile, 
Owing to the urban character of 
the greater part of the country 
through which it runs, the cost 
of acquiring land has reached 
a big figure, no less than 
£200,000. In addition a sum of 
£250,000 has been reserved for 
surfacing. The average price 
paid to acquire land was £500 an 
acre. The road is forty feet 
wide, in the “carriage-way" but 
on either side there is room for 
slower traffic to the extent of 
two roads of twenty feet, thus 
giving 120 feet width between 
fences.

THE ROAD METHOD

cost is now authoritatively stated 


to be $400,000 and not $700,000, 
as originally believed. ‘This in- 
eludes the cost of the 
ferry construction 
tion. ‘The National 











Economic 
Council has provided $170,000 
out of its Road Fund, the re- 
mainder being supplied by the 


Provinces. Only rough figures 
ean be given in regard to the 
cost of the portions of the road 
previously existing. They were 
made at different times but it is, 
reliably estimated that _ they 
might be debited with $760,000, 
bringing up the cost of the whole 
road to something over $1,000,000 
ox, very roughly under '£500 a 
mile, This is worth emphasising 
for it shows that the expenditure 
of comparatively small sums can 
do much in such regions. The 
Council's, policy is to encourage 
road-making mainly by provincial 
effort. ‘The local administration 
is expected to find 70 per cent. 
of the cost; the Council, out of 
the Road Fund, will be'respon- 
sible for the ' remainder and, 
in addition, provide _ expert 
guidance, where required. It 
has further developed a system 
which, if properly applied, will 
dvaw ‘from increased traffic the 
necessary finance for the main- 
tenance of the new roads. The 
roadmakers: believe that the 
“dirt” road will require the 
minimum amount of main- 
tenance, consistently of course 
with the limitation of the traffic 
to its capacity. Policing of 
this Hangehow Road by means 
of motor-eyele patrols is under 

















consideration. 

‘The bare outlines of the 
scheme are thus exposed. It 
will meet with — intelligent 
sympathy and approval from all 
who realise the value of 
extended communications.

‘They 
also elamoured for a peanut-butter 
bottle before we had finished the 
contents.

Harbin, Oct. 8. 

‘The weather, which has been very 
fine for fully a fortnight, suddenly, 
changed last night, this morning 
opening bitterly cold and dull, thus 
damping the ardour of those who 
wished to make much of the cel 
bration of the recognition of Ms 
chukuo by Japan. Last night some’ 
of the public buildings were ill 
minated, but as there is little de- 
sire on ‘the part of the population 
to be out late in the evenings 
owing, to the bandits, there were| 
very few who saw anything of the 
lighting up of the official buildings.

acerue to the New State. 

From early this morning large: 
detachments of police were sent out 
to guard the whole route of the 
special procession to celebrate the 
arension, police | with “bayoneted 
rifles standing on the payment 
about 50. yards from each other, 
while at the comer of every cross 
road, mounted police were station- 
ed. “All round the Municipal Gar- 
dens where speeches were to | be 
delivered, barricades were placed 
with barbed wire entanglements, 
all streets lending into the Gardens 
being also barricaded and barb, 
wired, “With such preparations the 
general public were more inclined 
to keep away, than to come near, 
us it looked as if the authorities 
were afraid of some attempt being 
made to stop the proceedings.

“dane and Savings Bank since it was 

ynade an institution independent of 
-the Post Office, according to a re~ 
‘port issued by the director-general 
of the Bank. “The eport, the first 
insued by the Bank, gives’ a review 
of the Bank's activities regarding 
remittances and savings for the 
10th fiseal year of China, namely, 
‘from July “1, 1930, to. June 
1981. 

Dealing with domestic vemittan- 
ces, the report states that during 
the above year, money orders issued 
amounted ‘to $155,267,000, ns com- 
pared with $136,559,500 during the 
previous fiscal year; and money or-

‘This brutal truth is 
left unasgailed because archi- 
tecl= Inck the irrepressible 
vigour of the dramatists’ pro- 
fession. If anyone dared to make 
such a comment about Shake- 
aveare, is there not Mr. George 
Bernard Shaw who would at once 
seize whatever that is with 
which he produces his paradoxes 
‘and, in no uncertain language, 
show where the epithet “gre 
test” should go? Architects are 
modest folk. ‘They have their 
‘own controversies but as more 
people discuss their work without 
understanding it than, perhaps, 
happens to any other art, they 
have a common bond of 
Humorous disdain, Nowadays 
they have to bear the strain of 
ministering to the requirements 
of an Epstein. Even that does 
not appal them. So if Chris- 
topher Wren is put up as their 
superman they are quite happy. 
They forgive him for starting 
life, as a professor of astronomy 
and a Doctor of Civil Law. They 
do not point out that he had all 
the Iuck in that London was 
burnt down to give him employ- 
ment. They only wish that some. 
thing like that could happen— 
painlessly of course—so that: 
fifty churches were required, to 
say. nothing of relaying the plan 
of a city or two. ‘They sympa- 
thise with him in that he had, no 
less than his successors, to listen 
to the criticisms of laymen and 
exercise th utmost tact to main- 
tain the essential features of his 
designs.

‘These. territories were ae 
cepted on January 12, 1920, by the 
Allied and Associated Powers at 
the meoting of their Supreme Coun- 
ell (which later developed into the 
Ambassadors’ Conference) where
